{cription of the courſe of the Sure, and to aſſ1gne and 
point out the ſeverall places of the fixed Starres, evento 
halfe a minute, according totheir Latitude and Longi- 
ende, and laſtly to ſearch out the :ntricate motions of the 
Moone, all which at length be perfarmed, and hate heere 
a4ded rothu Volume , ?; that we may truly eff irme, that 
thu Booke in reſpedt of the worthineſſe of the matter, de- 
ſerveth a more famout title than to be called Aſtronom:- 
call exexgjer How difficult it was to performe, im reſpect 
that things lay deeply hidden, and therefore required the 
more labour to find out, having beene before in paine at- 
rempted by others in former ages, I leave totherr conſi- 
Aeration, thas have any the leaft knowledge in Aftrone- 
wy.

beart us copany,who were envyed while they lived. Since 
wo age bath wanted ſome whomwith Axiytiveys and 
Ev 1cvavs, have diſdained Matbematicall learning 4s 
vaine and idle , and have hated the Profeſſors thereef 
with more thanb arbarous malice. Nevertheleſſe, maj 
mighty Emperor ,we being heldup and | hr by the as. 
thority of your Imperiall Maiefly , who are placed on the 
higheſt Pinacle of honour, have noreaſon to regard the 
envy of others. But have cauſe not to diſpiſe ſuch 
1ahe cenſures, and eall to minde the examples of your Ma- 
reflies Anceſtors ; namely, Arvuonsvs Kine of Ara- 
gon and Caſtell, Arsunrvs of Auſtria, Fanye: 
xICk, ChArites theftth, and the like, who were all 
favourers of this noble ſiudy, and did extend their mu- 
wificence and bounty to the profeſſors thereof, For (that 
I may inſtance one of many )who could be more magnificent 
than A.znonsVs, who out of his ewne praiſe-worth 
and memorable bounty, did beflow wpon the T ables of the 
Celeftiall motions, above fodre hundred thouſand Ds. 
cats. Notwi thſlanding the Ariſtippuſſes of our time, 
dee thinke it might better have becne beſtowed on ſports 
and idle pleafures. But yet theſe men doe nov conſider that 
Airnowsvs by this meanes hath gotven to himſclfe e- 
verlaſting glory, while the fame of other Rings 15 buriea 
in bſcurity.Bnt yet how lame and defettivye are theſe,coſt- 
ly T ables | And not to be compared with the labours of 
our Parent. Becauſe they newer made any obſervation 
from the Heavens, but by comparing the obſervations of 
the ancients, and noting the Progreſſe of the Starres, they 
have pacthed up this bundle of T ables, This defett dt. 
vers learned men have endeavoured to ſupply, and t- 
ſpecially the moſt famous Cortanicye, who yet wat 
WE.3 mu /, 
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much hindred by wanting fit Inſtruments , ſo that hee 
could not attaine to his defire,alt howzh he hath more per- 
fettly reGificd the motions than any of his Predeceſſors. 
H herefere with confident modeſty we dare affirme\, that 
aur. Parent hath excelled all the _Aftronomers of former 
ages, in the accurate reſtoring of the motions , and that 
neyther any King or Princeexcept Alvmonsvs , hath 
beſtowed ſo much « = 1 Aſtronomy , ſo that he did not 
onely employ his whole Revenewes , ariſing from his 
Lands and offices which he held under the K ng of Den- 
marke , but alſo of his owne proper ftocke, he layd out 
about 4 hundred thiuſand Thaleri, But when after the 
death of this praiſe-worthy . King , the charges grew ſo 
great,that he was almoſt tyred therwith being ſent far out 
of his Gowntry by your Maiefties command, ie endeavored 
10 make the T ables of the Celeſftiall motions dedicatedto 
Rvporenvs,foexceed the Tables of ALY uOnavs and 
CoranNtcts, that ſayonr Maicfty( having promiſed 
tohelpe him"in the charges thereof Aſtronomy might 
live by your Mateſties liberality, and your Maieſties 
name mig ht live eternally by Aſtronomy. When having 
thus intended to doe, God tooke him away both inthe_ 
middle of his age and Worke, ts the great hinderance of 
Learning and the toſſe of us his hiyres. Nowtherefore, 
that wt may bexefit Poſterity , whereof we ought tos hav: 
efdeciall regard, we beſeech your Maiefy by the holy rites 
of V rania the heavenly Mnſe,that you would not in theſe 
troubleſome times of Warre , neglett the eppertanity of 
gaining erernall praiſe, by finiſhing theſe 1 ables, which 
albeit they require ſome charge, yet it is 4 worke that may 
well beſceme your Imperiall Maiefty. For 4s the Pots 
{aid, Sint Mzjenates, non dierunt, Flacce, Marones.

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So we may ſay that if we could have ſuch Patront «5 Ax. 
B2RTVS, FREDERICK, And Charlas the Great, 
there will not be wanting ſuch, who will cheerafully nn- 
dertake thi labonr , . «nd finiſh that which remaineth. 
Ihereby we dare promiſe that your Mateftie by reBlrfying 
the tudy of Aftronomy, ſhall gaine perpetuall fame and 
glory, which ſball continue 45 long as the Starres endure. 
And ſo to conclude this our Dedication , wee commend 
your moſt ſacred Maieſty tothe Proxedtion of Almighty 
God, and our ſelves as beeing the heyres of Tyxcuo 
Bxans to your Maieſties protection. From Prague the 
day before the Calends of Angub, in the yeare 
of Chriſt, 1602.

confider of chings witha fincere judgment, ſhall find 
no occaſien eyther to doubt or contradi. 

But yer to the end that thoſe things which T pur. 
poſed te divulge concerning this ſtrange and won. 
derfull Srarre-, being written according to the 
Rules of Aſtronomy , and compared with other 
mens opinions, nr attaine to the greater perfe. 
ion; T thought it meet in the former part of this 
Booke, to intreat of ſome things in generall , there- 
by to lay a ground-worke,not onely ro the Expla- 
nation of this Sterre, but alio to the whole Science 
of Aſtronomy. 

Thereforc in the firſt two Chapters, we have 
handled all matters appertaining.to the exaQ recity- 
ing and renewing of the courle of theSunne,8 of the 
Moone his Siſter,according to their own motions in 
the Heavens, After this,] have deſcribed no lefſe than 
eight hundred of the fixed Sterres, and have oo 
them their ſeyexall places, according to their Lon- 
gitude aad Latitude. For by that amiable bright 
morning andevening Sterre of Yewws, wee have ſet 
forth by many approved trials, the limits of the 
fixed Starres,in reſpe of the AquinoRiall points, 
and have. addedto theſe all the other chiefe Starres, 
which doc appeare neare the Zodiacke : and ſoat laſt 
we diſcended to the reRification of the Starres be- 
longing tothe Conſtellation of Caſſjopee,the knows- 
ledge whereof, we knew would avyaile much to 
our preſent purpoſe. And now albeit, the perfor- 
mance hereof in due manner required more ſtudy 
and labour, then the unexperienced can judge,who 
are ready to alledge that I haye tooke more paines

in ſearching out and declaring the nature of this 
Srarre- according to the fundamentall Rules of 4- 
ffronomie_ , then indeed was neceſſary. Yet tothe 
end, that ſomeſolid and certaine truth might bee 
knowne concerning this unuſuall appearance, I 
thought fie co lay a ſound and firme foundation to 
build upon, which could nor be performed with- 
outthe rcRitication of the courſe of the Swnnew_ , 
and the fixed Starres. | 
Sothat I doubr nor, bur I ſhall obtaine' pardon 
ofthoſe which will conſider things with an equal! 
and favorable judgement; Bur if I ſeeme to have hea- 
ped divers matters rogcther, in more ample manner, 
than the proper attributes of this Szarre did require, 
I have done it to that end, that ſo I might profit the 
whole Art of Aſtronomy, and might vindicare it from 
divers faults as 'occafion was offered; for which 
I hope I ſhall rather deſerve thankes, 'than the en- 
vie of thoſe which are ſtudious of this Sublime 
Science. And morcover this Starre, of which I pur- 
poſed chiefly to intrear, albeit it were afcitious and 
chanceable ; yer becauſe it ſhined forth moſt mira. 
culouſly, and contrary to the Lawes of Nature , 
even in the higheſt Firmament , like to the o- 
ther Naturall Sterres , and ſtood there fixed and 
immoveable for the ſpace of a whole - yeare and 
more, it ſeemed fit that ſome diligent paines 
- ſhould be taken, in conſidering and unfolding 
the circumſtances belonging thereunto. 
Beſides,we ſhall alwayes gratefully acknowledge 
the labour of Hypparchws; who with great diligence 


hath noted out unto vs, the places of all the Starres 
B 2 which 
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which are ſcene in the Eight Sphere, - which hee 
hath leftunto us by his Will , by the occafionone- 
. ly of one new Starre which-was ſeene in his time, al. 
thoughir.is likely that it was not to be copared with 
that whictrappearcd in our dayes, neither inmagni- 
rude, nor ſhining brightneſſe,nor yet inthe duration, 
and contirmance thercof.. 

For: albcir, ir ſhined withoutaaile orany ſcat- 
tered beames, (forthen it had beene a Comet ) yer 
nevertheleſſe it might be likened ro ſome of thoſe 
appearances., which arc beheld in the forme of 
obſcure ſtarres without any ſtreaming beard at all 
and fo doe excrciſe ſome proper motion, as that did 
which was ſecnc inthe yeare 1585. Burt howſoever, 
it doth not repent us of our labuur which we hayc 
beſtowed, according as our time and leyſurewould 
permit us; inaſmuch as we truſt that rhoſe things 
which wehave delivered will be much availeable, 
not ofiely to point our the due place and poſition of 
this aovell Starre, but alſo of all the other ſtarres in 
the firmament, and likewiſe for the exact meaſuring 
of the courſe 'of the Planets. For if our Anceſtors 
had uſed that diligence which they ought ro haye 
done, indecyphering the motions of the Sunne,and 
in reifying the true places of the fixed ſtarres ac- 
cording ro their Longitude and Latitude, we might 
then have ſpared that labour, which we beſtowed 
intherwo firft Chapters ,and might preſently have 
declaredrhoſerhings which concerned the Starre it 
ſelfe, whoſe deſcription we had undertaken. There- 
fore,[ thought it fiero prefixe ſome obſcryations 
concerning the Sunne, the Moone, and = fixed 

arres, 
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ſtarres; becauſe we ſhall have occafiento mention 
them hereafter. 

Now inthe other part of this Booke, I have faith- 
fully and accurately exhibired out of our owne ob- 
ſervations, theſe things which properly appertaine 
to this new Starre, and after that I had declared 
theſe obſervations which could be gathered eyther 
by ocular animadverſion, or by the extrinſecall ad- 
jundsthereunts belonging, TI have alſo ſer downe 
the formeand ufc ef thoſe Inſtruments, thar ſo the 
certaiary thereof might appeare. Afterthis,I demons» 
ſtratedrhe very place of the Starre, in. reſpetof the 
Eclipricke, arid Equator , and by working of the 
ſmall divifions,at laſt rednc'dthem into whole num- 
bers. And fo pailing to the unfolding of the Para- 
lax, I have cleerely prooved by divers invincible 
reafons that it had none ar all, and that it was exal- 
ted, nor onely above the Elementary Region , and 
the confines of the Moone, bur farre beyond the 
Orbcs of the Planets, even to the higheſt Spheare 
of the fixed ſtarres, and ſo at laſt I have meaſured his 
true magnitude,and that I mightthe more truly com- 
pare it bath torhe Earth,and rothe Celeſtial bodies, 
I have alſo preſcribed the orders, and quantities of 
the Planets,and fixed ftarres, according as they are 
placed in the Heavens, though ſomewhat different 
from my Predeceſſors inthe {ame kinde. 

Laſtly, inthe third Partition, I have compared 
the opinions of other men concerning this matter, 
and have examined them by the Touchſtone of 
truth, 

And firſt, I have ſhewed their conſents, who in 
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this didagree with us,that this Starre did admit of ng 
Particular; and next their aſſertions, who did artri- 
bute unto it ſome diverſicie of aſpet, yet not (6 
oreat as to make it ſublunary. Tnthe third place, 
have ſearched out their ſuppolitions, who have de- 
terminednothing Mathematically concerning it, bur 
have brought in ſome abſurd conieRures farre diffe- 
ring from the truth; namely, that ic was not a new 
Starre,but that it reccived an accidentall light from 
ſome of the old Starres, while ſome againe indeayo- 
redro thruſt itout of the Heavens,and to place it neg. 
rer- the Moone, have drawne it downe tothe Athe. 
reall Element. Andſo inthe three laft Chapters, ] 
have weighed their opinions who have eyther come 
neere unto therruth,or widredfrs6 it concerning this 
newStarre,which I have done,that ſo the truth might 
appeare and- ſhine forth, more clearely, and not by 
flattery to obtaine the favour of any one, by reci- 
ting their opinions, who have wdged fomewhar 
neare the matter, nor yet to cnveigh againſt thoſe 
who have produced ſtrange conceits very widefrom 
the purpoſe, but I have onely tooke Care, that the 
truth might not be violated in any thing, but have 
endeavoured to ſuppreſſe their boaſting endeavours, 
who eyther through:ignorance, or wilfulneſſe have 
oppoſed themſelves againſt it, and have openly reie- 
Red and confured their erronious opinions, For ſo 
the truth ſhall bee more eaſily brought to light, 
not onely by inducing probable conceits, but 
alſo by removing contrary - and erronious ſup- 
ponſions.

But when I conſider with my felfe, how many 
vaine opinions there have beene concerning this 
Starre, both in reſpet of his ſcituation and di- 
ſtance from the Earth (when yet they were more 
eaſie to be found out,in regard of the immobilitie 
of the Starre, and in thar it appearedalwayes aboue 
the Horizon, than in Commets which are 
alotted ſome motion) I doe not ſo much won- 
der at it , fecing not onely the motions of 
the Starres are not hitherto declared in ſuch 
an accurate manner as is fitting; but alſo, that 
there doc fo many queſtions and controverſies 
ariſe in Philoſophy and Divinity. 


For if that which plainely appeared to the ſight, 
and might cafily be meaſured and demonſtrated Ge- 
ometrically by fir Inſtruments, was yer ſubjeQ #0 ſo 
great variety and difference of Iudgements : how 
much more thoſe things which are nor diſcernable 
by the ſenſes, nor ſubjeR to humaine induſtry, but 
are ſo full of doubts and perplexities , that truth 
(which is alwayes but one, as the center inthe Cir- 
cie) is very hardly or never found out. Hence ariſes 
ſogreat a confuſion of opinions in every Science, 
and divers ſeverall queſtions are diſcuſſed, not one- 
ly in naturall Poiloſophy , but alſo in Divine and 
Morall mitters, that it is hard to find out, and firme- 
ly ro eſtabliſh any certainty, which may bee equall 
to Geometricall demonſtrations, or which cannot 
bee contradied. Such are the blind apprehenſion 
of mans nature, and in ſuch adarknefle of error doe 
we ſpend oar-dayes hecre on Exrth. And thereforc 
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moved by theſe confideratiors,l have illuſtrated and 
diſcovered whatſacver I thought did belong to the 
- conſideration of the unuſuall Starre, both by decla- 
ring the true narure thereof, as alſo by dereRing the 
crroms.of divers and-ſundry Writers : Now there 
remaincth yet two other queſtions to bee unfolded. 
whereof the one is Phyſicall, concerning the matter 
and procreation of this Starre, the other Aſtrologi- 
call,concerning the effeQs and ſigaification thereof, 
whereof I purpoſed not to intreat ſeriouſly, or by 
way of iudiciall divination to ſer downe any certain- 
ty in this preſeat Worke, inas much as they are not 

ubic to the ſenſes nor.to uy Geometriall demon- 
ſtvation, but are onely grounded upon probable con- 
ictures, and nat.on Mathernatioall Principles : Yet 
acvertheleſſe, becauſe many doe defire a Phy ficall 
and Prognoſticall explanation of this Starre, and arc 
very delirous to ſee them ſer forth, eſpecially, the 
latter : therefore for the fatisfation of their minds, 
I will declare my opinion concerning this Starre,but 
yer with this caution; thatthoſe things which I ſhall 
difcloſcarenot to be compared in reſpe& of their 
indubitable certainty, with that which Ihave pro- 
pounded demonftratively in the former part of my 
'Booke; fortheſe Prognoſtick matters are grounded 
onely upon.conjeRtarall probabilitie. Therefore 1 
willnot inſiſt long upon them, bur ſpeake of them 2s 
briefely. as I may ; and for this purpoſe I have reſcr- 
ved them to be handled here in the concluſion of my 
whole Booke,that ſo 1 might the more ſparingly in- 
treat of them. | 

Therefore,concerning the matter of this adventi 
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tious Srarre, that I may firſt give you my opinion, | 
thinkeit was Cceleftiall, not differing from the mat. 
ter of the other Starres,hut yet in this it did admit of 
ſome diverfitic, that it was nor exalted to ſuch a per- 
feion, nor ſolid compotition of the parts,as appea- 
reth in the eyerlſting and continuing Starres: and 
therefore ir had no perpetuall duration,as theſe have, 
bur was ſubic& in proceſſe of time to ditſoJution; 
foraſmuch as this Starre could nor confiſt of any ele. 
mentary matter, fith thar cannot be carried into the 
higheſt part of the ayre, nor can obtaine there any 
firme place of abiding. Befides,this Starre did at the 
firſt in his magnitude exceed the whole Globe of the 
Earth, and was three hundred times bigger then the 
whole circumference thereof, and therefore what 
ſublunary marter could be {uſficient to the confor- 
mation of it 2 

But ſome may ſay, how or whence could it bee 
framed of Colcſtioll matter , I anſwere that the 
Heavens did afford it themſelves, in like manner as 
the Earththe Seca, and the Ayre,itat any time they 
exhibite ſome ſtrange ſight, doc produce it out of 
their owne proper ſubſtance. For although the 
Heaven it ſelfe be thinnce and pervious, giving way 
tothe motion of the Stirres withour ary hinde- 
rance, yet itis not altogether incorporeall, for ther 
it ould be infinite and without place. Therefore 
the very mitter of Heaver,, though it be ſubrile,and 
poſſible to the courſts o: the Plans, vet being com- 
pidtedand condenſ.ted into once Globe, and b. ing 
illuſtrared by the light of the Sunne, might give 
forme and faſhion to this Starre., Which — 
C Na 
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had not his beginning from. the common order of 
nature, therefore it could not havea continuall du- 
raion equall to the reſt ;as in like manner, new and 
monſtrous generations ariſing and compounded out 
of the Eletnents cannot long endure. And albeit the 
large vaſtnefle of the Ceoeleſtiall world may afford 
ſufficient matter for the conformation of any adven- 
titious Starre, yct there is no where more plenty 
then neere unto Yra lates or the Milkie way, which 
I ſuppole to be a certainc heavenly ſubſtance not dif- 
fering from the matter of the other Starres, but dit- 
fus'd, and ſpread abroad, yer not diſtin&ly conglo- 
bated in one body,as the Starres are:and hence con- 
jeure it came to paſſe, that this Starre appeared in 
the edge of the milkie way, and had the ſame ſub- 
ſtance as the Galaxiahath. Beſides,there 13 diſcerned 
a certain marke or ſcarre as it were in that part of thc 
Galaxia, wherein this Starre was ſeated,as in a cleare 
night whenthe milkic way is not vailed with cloudes 
we may eaſily perccive, Which marke or {carre Inc- 
ver ſaw before this Starre did ariſe, neither did]T e. 
ver reade of it. But howſoever,the ſubſtance of the 
milkie Zones able to ſupply matter for the framing 
of this Starre, which becauſe it had not attained ſo 
excellenta conſummation, and ſolid exiftence;as the 
gefiuine and naturall Starres have, therefore it was 
ſubje@ro diſſolution and diſſipation, eyther by its 
owne nature,or by the multiplicitic of the beames of 
the Sunneand other Starres, | 
Neither is £4rifotc here to be allowed of, who 
diſapproving of the opinions of others, doth him- 
felfe bring in ne lefſe abſurdities, while hee _ 
e2c 
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the Galaxia to be a certaine ſublunary concretior, 
attraRted and formed our of the Statres which 
are above it ; ſo that it becommerh a Metcor, in the 
higheſt parr of the Ayre, not unlike ro the Comets, 
which he (grounding one abſurdiry upon another) 
ſuppoſeth to be generated there, For if it were ſo,the 
Milkie way would not haye continued in the ſame 
forme, place, and Magnitude, as it hath done from 
the beginning of the world. And beſides, other 
Starres would attaine unto the like Luminous con- 
cretion , And moreover, this Galaxia of Ariſtotle, 
would then admit of a Paralax,and according to the 
opticke conſideration, by the ſhining of the fixed 
-Starces through ir, ir would beger a ſtrange refra- 
Qien, differing frem that which is occaſion'd by the 
vapors that are ſeene about the Horizon, which ſel - 
dome rifeth to the twenticth degree of Altitude, 
when this proceeding from the Y14 laftea would 
reach to thegreateſt height, All which, Ariflorle.ra- 
ther gueſted at,grounding it upon conieRture racks 
than on the doQtrine of the Mathematicks & opticks : 
and therefore it is nomarvell,if he hath endeavou- 
red, to baniſh thoſe ſeldome appearing Corers 
out of thehcay-n, and to equall rhem to ſublunary 
Meteors, whereby h* hath thruſt downe the Galaxis 
beneath the Moone, and hath made it partieipant 6f 
a ſublunary nature. Hence it is, that Ariſtotle and 0- 
ther Philoſophers, have ioyned the deſcription and 
explication of the Galaxia, togerher with the Com- 
mets, becauſe they knew not, the afknity which 1s 
betwcene,having onely learned by experience,or by 
the relationof ancicnt writers.that theſe beamyStarrs 
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have their originall and beginning neere tothe Mil- 
kie way. Neithercan it bea Solxcifſme, in that Taf- 
firme,that tbis new Starre was framed of Cceleſtiall 
matter, being the ſame whereof the Galaxia and 0- 
ther Starres doe confiſt, yet not ſowell compacted; 
when we may diſcerne the like produRtions in the 
Earch, which bringeth forth mertals and precious 
ſtones. Yer though all mettals and Icms have one 
-and the ſame matter, yer all are not concoRed and 
broughtto the ſame ſubtility, and matutity by the 
powertull working of nature; hence it is,that ſome 
are ſooner corrupted; others very hardly, ſo that 
pure gold and filver, in reſpeRt of the homogemly 
and perfeRion of their parts, are able to reſiſt the vi- 
olence of the fire, without any loſſe or detriment ar 
all, when more imperfe&t mettals, as Lead and 
Tinae, are ſoone calcinated into aſhes, or Elſe vaniſh 
into ſmoake; Inlike manner, this Starre might bee 
framed of C&leftiall marter, although it had nor at- 
tained to fucha perfet exiſtence as the natural! 
Starres; and therefore,it could not with them beable 
to endure the beames of the Sunne and Starres, and 
_ the motion'of the Heaven, and withall it was ſub- 
ict toa ſuccefſiue alteration, untill at laſt it was 
uite diflolu'd. But why this Starre although it had 
the ſame matter with the Galaxia, which is not ob- 
noxious to corruption; yet was in time extin&, 1 
wil declare ſome reaſons hereafter. Wherfore having 
_—_ ſufficiently of the firſt parr, namely of the 
hyficall natureof this Starre, I will now diſcend to 
giveyou my conieRurall opinion, concerning the 
ſignification of this Starre as it did betoken ſome 
thing that was to come. j 
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I know therewere ſome (otherwiſe leartied men) 
who did hold,thar theſe new appearances which are 
ſomerimes ſcene in the Heavens, have no effeQtnall 
operation, or ſignification,being (it may be) led un- 
to that opinion,becauſe thoſe things which Aſtro- 
logers foretell concerning the effes of ſuch adven- 
titious S74rres, are full of vanity, and doe ſeldome 
come to paſſe, or prove true in the end. Yet not- 
withftanding in my opinion, we ſhould nor takea- 
way all power of Divination, from-fuch admirable 
and ſtrange appearances,becanfe Aftrologers cannot 
by evident demonſtration preſage of) their events, 
Bur rather, ſuchare to be taxed, who' raſhly deliver 
their uncertaine conjectures z and the weakneſſe of 
mans judgmenr, which is ready to wander from the 
truth is ro be pardoned, bur we ought not to imagine 
that God and Nature doth vainely mocke us, with 
ſuch new formed bodies, which doc preſage nothing 
to the world. Yettruly the Prognoſtication and 
fore-knowledge of and concerning ſuch ſtrange ap- 
pearances in the heavens, is very hard to findeour, 
and doth oftentimes delude the underſtanding of 
man, ſccing we doe not certainly know rhe influen- 
ces of the other Starres, Whence it may come to 
paſſe,that Afrology,which cntreateth of the effeRs of 
the Starres, may deliver that which is true,as well 
as Aftronvmy , which onely declareth their motions 
and appearances, fince the cauſe cannot want an ef- 
fe&, whether it is tro be knowne or nor. Neither hath 
humaine induſtry beene ableto ſearch our the mo- 
tions of the Starres, although they are moſt certain, 
So that it is lefle marvaile, that their effects which 
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are not obvious to the ſenſe ſhould lye ſo deeply 
hidden, and oftentimes deceive mens judge- 
ments. 

For if there were ever any difficulty in diſcerning, 
and forcrelling the ſignifications of che Scarves, tru- 
ly this new Starre, which appeared in our agefor a 
whole yeare together, doth require much labour 
and diligence, in revealing rhe Portent thereof, and 
in ſhewing what it might ſignifie, 

Eſpecially, fince there were never any apparirt- 
ons like unto it, from whence any knowledge might 
begarheredby the likeneſſe of events, for Arts of 
divination are not grounded on any Principles, bur 
upon os obſervation. Butnoapparition 
like this was ever teſtified by any monument ofan- 
tiquiry, to have beene ſeene and beheld of men, cx- 
cept that which Ply mentioneth to have beene ob. 
ſerved by Hypparchws, which in regard it had a pro- 
per mqtion {as wee may gather from the words of 
Pliny)cannot be compared with this neiv Star, which 
alwayes ſtood fixed in one place. Yct it is probable, 
that.as the Srarre which Hypparchus heheld,did fore- 
ſignifie the'declining of the Grecian Monarchy, and 
the enlarging of the Roman Einpire. So farre,thar the 
whole world ſhould be in ſubjeion to this one Ci. 
ty ; ſo likewiſe, ſome ſtrange alteration in the pub- 
like government of Eſtates and Commmon-weales, 
ſhall enſue. inthe following yeares. For, asthis was 
a rareand wonderfull Szarre_, ſhining forth inthe 
heavens unexpeRtedly, ſo it is likely and probable, 
dat it will produce ſtrange, great, and wonderfull 
effcas, but what they ſhall be tn particular, I rhinke 

ns 
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no mortall man is ableto gueſſe , being as farre dji- 
ſtant from our knowledge, as the riſing of this Srarre 
was before it did appcatc. 

Yet the forme of it, when it ſhexwed it ſelfe from 
the beginning, ſhining forth with a joviall, cleere, 
and bright luſtre, doth ſceme to force-ſhew aproſpe- 
rous and pe:c 'ablecſtare of humane affuires; but yer 
the Martiall ticry gliſtcring rhereot,doth forcfignific 
that ſomac violenceand trouble (ha'l be intermingled 
with it, And belides,by this jovia!l figure, it ſeemeth 
to portend,a great alteration,if not anutter ſubverſis 
of Religion;lo that thoſe devices which by outward 
ſhewes.and Phariſaicall Hypocriſic, have long rime 
bewitched ignorant pcople, ſhall now come to their 
full point and end : and even as this new falſe Starre 
ſhined foorth ar the beginning, with a cleare and a- 
miablzaſpcR, but yer atlaſt did change in colour, 


and leffen in proportion, untill at length it vanithed + 


quite away : $o thoſe falle Planets, which by an 
outward plauſible appearance, doe feduceand leade 
men from the light of the truth, ſhall be quire extin- 
euiſhed. Alſo,it is worthy of confiderar1on, that al- 
beir rhis Starre was ſo neare to the S2micircle of the 
Colure, that his beames almoſt touched ir, yer his 
whole body was ſeated roward the Vernall Quar- 
ter, andin reſpe& of the Poles of the world, in the 
middle of the firſt degree of Aries, which may 
ſeeme to declare, that ſome great Light is now ar 
hand, which ſhall enlighten and by degrees expell 
the former darkneſſe, as the Sunne having paſled 
the Vernall poynt of the AquinoQtall, doth make 
the day longer than the night , which before had 
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the advantage of the day. And as this Starre appea- 
red in the higheſt heavens, to the view ofthe whole 
world, ſo it is credible,that there ſhall happen a grear 
Cataſtrophe and univerſall change throughout all 
the chiefe Nations of the Earth, eſpecially thoſe 
which are ſcituated Northward from the Aquino- 
all. 

Moreover, foraſmuch asthis Starre was placed in 
the eight Spheare, above the Orbes of the Planets, 
it ſeemeth that the prediRions iſſuing from ir,do not 
only concerne one peculiar tract of Land, bar all the 
Nations of the world; and therefore it will bee the 
longer before the effedts will be declared by ſuccece- 
ding events. Which,as they ſhall nor begin, untill 
ſome yeares after theapparition, ſo they ſhall con- 
tinue for along time afterward. And if wee may 
rake leave to conjeEure by Aſtrologicall compura- 
tion of time, concerning the firſt beginning of that 
which is portended, we may guefle it will be nine 
yeares after the great corjunAion, whereofthis Stare 
was the Prodremus or fore-runner, If therefore wee 
frame 9ur- Aſtrological direQion by the place of 
this CojunRion which was in the one and twentieth 
degree-of Aquarizs, the events of this Starre ſhall be- 
gin ts ſherw themſelves, nine yeares after this Con- 
junction. And when this is finiſhed, in the yeare of 
Chriſt 1533. and inthe latter endof the; Moneth of 
Aprill, th? conficmuion and end of this EquinoQi- 
all progrcetſion to the place of the new Starre , will 
fill out in the yeare 1592. when the third Septinary 
of yeares after rhe firſt appearing of the Starre_ (hill 
beaccompliſhed, And thoſe Noble Heroes m_ 

ſh. 
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{hall happen to be borne at the firft rifing of this 
Starre, _ ordained to be the Authors and atchie- 
vers of thoſe great mutations, ſhall about that time 
come to full ripeneſſe ofage,thar they may be fit and 
able for the performance of ſuch great enterpriſes, 
and for the reducing of theſe PrediQions into aR. 
Andinthe fourth Septenary of yeares, when they 
have atrained to their chicte ſtrengrth,they ſhall make 
the truth of theſe conjetures appeare moſt plainly. 
But if we take our direftion by comparing the place 
of this ConjunRtion fromthe Zodiacke, or the de- 
grees ofthe Eclipticke, untothe place of this new 
#tarve, then it is likely that the force and influence 


of this Srarre,will chiefly ſhew it ſelfe inthe yeare of 


our Lord 1632, for all the fignifications of this Str 
doe depend on the Trigonall reyo lution-and tanſ- 
mutation of the Planets. And therefore if this rbec 
the ſeventh revolurion of the Planers,rhe firſt where- 
of was inthe dayes of Enoch, the ſecond in XNoahs 
time, and ar the Vniverſall Deluge, the third in the 
dayes of Moſes,when the people were treed fromthe 
Egyptian ſervitude, the fourth in the dzyes of the 
Kings of 1ſrae!, the fit in the time of Chri#s Incarna- 


tion, when the Rewasy Empire w1s at the higheſt, 


and the fixt inthe dayes of Charles the Great, when 
the Empire was tranſlated to the Gerwanes, this laſt 
and ſeyenth,is as it were the Sabbath to all the reſt, 
anddoth forcſhew ſomething of greater conſequence 
than all the former, whereinit is worthy of obſer- 
vation, that all the trigonail revolutions, as the firſt, 
third, and fift, were = profitable and advantagi- 
ous tothe world ; and fo - isnor unlikely that this 
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ſeventh revohuion being an unequal! number, doth 
point out and fore-fi nific the happy eftare of things 
which is to come. her deth this conjeQure dif- 
fer from the Prophefies of wiſe men which were 
illuminared with divine knowledge, who have fore- 
:01d, that before the univerfall confummation & end 
of all things, there ſhall be a peaccable and quict age, 
whereinthe divers formes of Religions and poli- 
tike government, ſhall be changed and be made agree. 
ableant confornuble to the will of God. Which 
aſſertion iwe may cole our of the Prophets, who 
did fore-rell,thar-at laft there ſhould be a golden age, 
In which #hty ſha breake their ſwords into Plough- 
ſharts, and their ſpearts into proning-hnokes', Nation 
ſhall not life ug a ſword again#t Nation ntither ſhall they 
learne Warre any wore + But they ſbaff fit every may on- 
der his Vine; and ander bis F ig-tree;and nont ſhall make 
them afrand Ag the Prophet Micah hath ir, Chap. 
And 1ſatah, Chap. tr. doth foretell of it,in this man- 
ner : The Woolfe alſo ſhall dwellwith the Lambe >, and 
the Leopard ſhell lye dewne with the Kid, end the Calfe 
and the young Lyon, andthe Fatling together, aud 4 
little childs ſhall leade them, and the Cow andthe Beare 
ſhall feed; their young ones ſhall ye downe together : and 
the Lyon ſhall cate firaw like an Oxe2. And the ſu- 
king child fhxll play on the bole of the Aſpe, and the weaned 
child fhall put bus hand ou the Cockatrice Den, they ſhal! 
net hurt nor deflroy in all my holy mountaine : for 
the Earth ſhall be - of the knowledge of the Lord,

Alſo,in the fixty Chapter of 1ſaiah,ſpeaking ofthe 
myſtica)l Hicruſalem, and perfeR ſtareof Chriftiani.

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ty, he ſaith, For braſſe 1 will bring gold, and for yrow ; 
will bring ſilver and for wood brand fer flones yron: 
I will alſo make thy Officers peace, and thine exattor: 
Righteon(neſſe - V 1olence ſhall ns more be heard in thy 
land;wafting nor deflrution within thy borders, but thou 
lt call thy walls Salvation, and thy gates pratſe ; & at 

th he concluded thus; for, che Lord will haſten is 
in his time. Belides,many other places are found both 
in the Prophets, andthe Revelation, which doe pro- 
miſethis unexpeRed happineffe. Thereforethat this 
Propheſie may be fulfilled, which was delivered by 
divine inſpiration, it muſt needs come to paſſe, even 
before rhe end and conſummation of the world. Bur 
ſceing the event of theſe things hall come to pafſein 
thenew rceyolution of the Planets, before which this 
Starre appeared, ſome doe ſuppoſe, that the light of 

Religion doth now ſhine ourcleerely having over 
come the darknes of Error, bur if it were ſo, whenee 
are then theſe Controvertics, and varieties of opini- 
ons whichare defended by Learned men ; infomnuch 
that the warre of Pennes,is more dangerous than that 
of Swords. Truely, it is rather to dee feared, leafl 
wee take this dawning and breake of day, to be the 
clecre noone-light. Therefore, 1 ſuppoſe thar this 
Starre doth fignifie, that -there ſhall bea new.change 
beth'in Religion, andithe eftare of hamaine affaires. 
Ventum ad ſupremun et patientur ſumma ruinem, qu: 
Dews in Celis regit & reget omnia terry. That's to 
ay , Wee are come now to the higheſt perfeltion, the _ 
power of (Antichriſt and the Pop<- ſhall dtcay and bee 
brought to ruine—-, and GOD who reltth in Heaven 
. ſhall rule all thinges on _— 
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But if any doe obieR, that the end of the world is 
at hand,and that therefore there will not be ſufficient 
time to bringabout a. new Change. Tanſwere, thar 
Saing Pas! doth aſſure ns, that the ewes ſhall be en- 
graffed into the Church, before the finall conſum- 
mation ofthe world, which (by humaine coniecture) 
muſt needs require fome time before, they being. 
ſcattered over the whole face of the Earth, ſhall be 
gathered into one Nation. Yer [ thinke it notunne. 
ceſfary to admonith and ſtirre up the mindes of men 
tothinke upon theend of the world, that ſo they 
may remember the Etcrnity whrich ſhall follow af- 
ter it. But yet it is impoſſible to limit and ſer forth 
a certainetime for the conſummation of, the world, 
which only dependeth upon the good-wAl and plea- 
ſare of God, and is not reucaled to the Angels, and 
therfore cinot be knowne by any humain preſcience, 
But if ſome doe ſuppoſe, thar the trat of Hand to 
which this Starre was verticall,is ominous aboue the 
reſt, as if from thencethe occaſion and author of ſo 
great mutations are to bee expected, we muſt then 
chuſe out thoſe parts of the Earth, which kad the 
new Statre in their Meridianat the time of the new 
Moone aext following,which fel out,accounting the 
time by our Mcridian,upon the fifteenth of Novem. 
ber,ſeaven houres, thirteene minutes }, in theafter- 
noone, to which if we apply,the latitude or diſtance 
from the EquinoRiall agreeable to the declination 
ofthe Starre which was in 61. }. ſo that the place on 
the Earth anſwerable thereunto,muſt needs be Rvfia 
or AMoſchovia, cſpecially that part thercof which is 
joyncd unto Finland ; for in thattrat of Earth this 

new 
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new Starre in the new Moone following, was in 
their Zenich, and iu(t over their heads,where it tood 
equally diſtant from the Horizon, and with a right 
angled aſpeR beheld rais Countrey, Theretore,if 
this poſition of the Starredoe point out the place of 
the Earth, from whence theſe events ſhall ariſe, 
Aoſchovia ſcemes eſpecially to be deſigned, before 
any other Regions, whichare ſcicuated rowards the 
North, to whom this new Starre was every day 
Vertical Whither therefore, the firſt occaſions of 
ſogreat diſturbances and mutations ſhall ariſe from 
hence which afterward ſhall be ſowed and diſperſed 
into other parts of the world, I leave it to bedecided 
by others. Truely ,that Gogwe, whereof mention is 
madcin the cight and thirtieth Chapter of Ezekiel, 
and to whom Eſay Chapter 17. 56.and Michs Chap. 
5. docalludc,and with whomAagoy is named in the 
Revelation, Chap. 20. may be rightly underſtood 
of theM ſochovite,as Caſtelto hath interpreted it inthe 
38.and 39. of EJekiel , That Gog ſhould be the lea- 
der of the Moſcovites and Iberians, becauſe the old 
tranſlation reades it, that he ſhould be the Prinec of 
Noſoch . and Thubal. For ſeeing the Hebrewes reade 
it Meſech, and the Greckes and Latine interpreters 
doe reade it Moſoch, it is probablethat the Aoſchs- 
vites are ſignified heereby ; or elſe by this name, the 
whole Northernetra& of Earth is included. There- 
fore itis very likely, that Moſchovis is principally 
denoted by this Starrc, and Gegw the leader of the 
Moſchevites,of whom it is foretold inthe Proph*ts 
and the Revelation, who having made great f1:»gh. 
ters in Europe, hce@ laſt with his whole army _ 
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be overthrowne, and ſo the Ear:h ſhall be disburthe- 
ned of her wicked inhabitants. For it is probable, 
that there muſt bea great clenfing and extirparion of 
all Earthly impuricics,before that peaceable and hap- 
picage (whereof the Prophers have ipoken) ſhall 
come, but to ſhew the particular manner thezeof is 
above humaine knowledge; wee purpoſe onely to 
make ſome conieRures in generall, for the event will 
thew it ſelfe, 


Moreover, becanſe a certaine ancient Propheſic of 
Sibylla Tibwrtina , which was found in whe yeare 
1520. in Switzerland, cngraven in a Marble ſtone in 
old latine Characters, which was diſcoycred by the 
force of the watcr waſhing away the carth, may bc 
fitly applyed to this Starre, I will heere inſert it and 
ioyne it 'to our conieCtures, for it is worthy of 
obſervarion, becing recited by Cornelis Gemma in 
1% oper of Swpernarurall Apparitions , in theſe 
words. 


The'Sybils Prophefie. 


'. OA Starre ſhall ariſe is Europe_- over the Therians, at 

the proat houſe of the North, whoſe beames ſhall vnex- 
pedtly inlight ewthewhole World. And this ſhall bee in 4 
oſt defired times, when all Nations fhall lay by their 
weapons and imbyace Peace; but they ſhall contend du- 
rin the Interregnwm, and ſtrive to ebtaine the reynes 
of Government ; yet the ancient Houſe ſhall prevaile., 
and fhalt be profperons in Warre_, vntill comrary fatts 
[ball enconnter one with another. For in the ſame oy 
after 
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after this Starre is gone-, another great Lielt ſhall 
ſhine foorth with Martial Sonny beames, and 


ſhalt inlarge his Empire_ even to the bounds of the 
Antipodes. After thu there ſhall bee bloudy Co. 
. meets, and flaſhings of fire ſeene in the Heavens, 
ſa that there ſhall be no ſafety any where. The fir- 
manent of Heaven ſhall bee diſſolved, the Planets 
ſhall forget their courſes, and the Spheares ſhall 
tuſtle one another, the fixed Starres ſhall out-got_ 
the planets. The Heavens (hall bee leveld with the 
Seas, and after theſe thinees come to paſſe, there ſhall 
be contingall Night, deftrattion, raine, condewma- 
tion and eternall darkneſſe_.

There were divers expolitions of this Pro- 
pheſic, .at- that time when it. was firſt found 
out, ſome interpreting it of C nar 28 the Fiſt, 
others drew the meaning of it toPurrie King 
of Speine_, and ſome x Je that the King of 
France. was meant thereby ; bur I thinke, that 
it doth rather point out thoſe /beri, which inha- 
bite Northward toward CMoſchevis. So that 
thisOraclc'of Sibifls Tiburtina , did not denote 
the Spaniards, bur thoſe 1berians, which are neare 
anto the Meſchovires , eſpecially,when ſhe uſeth 
theſe words , Supre Iberos ad magnam Septen- 
triong domum : Over the 1beri atthe great houſe 
of the North. And truly Moſchovie , Scythia, 
and T #rtaria, doe make a great part of Furgpey , 
fo that it may well be called the great houſe ot

the North. And therefore, ſeeing we have former. 
ly ſhewed, that this unuſuall Starre did caſt his 
perpendicular beames and influence on the 
Country of Moſchovia, it is not to be doubted 
but that this Starre, together with that tra& of 
Land, doth agree with the Syb:/lize Oracle. But 
concerning the other matters which are mentia- 
ned, I will not touch upon them in particular, 
but leave them to other mens judgments. More- 
over,ſomeof the other Sybils , have propheſied 
concerning Goeg and Magog, who ſhould come in 
the latter times, and have expreſly forctold of 
the rifing ef this Sterre, and among the reſt $yb;/- 
bs Babileniss,thus faith: 


Then agreat Signe, ſhall from above be given, 
And a bright Starre fhallthen ariſe in Heaven : 
Which ſhall like to 4 glifring Crowne appeare_, 
And many dayes it ſhall fand fixed there, 


What can be more evident, concerning this 
cleere Starre which was bcheld in our time , for 
that was more bright and ſhining than any of the 
reft.and was round in forme like unto Crowne, 
having no beames right ſhooting from itas Co- 
mets have, beſides it continued for a whole yeare 
and kept his Station in the Firmament with the 
other S:arres, And therefore, this Sybilline pre- 
diQion,doth fitly deſcribe the forme, light, ſci- 
ruation , duration, and conſumption of this 
Starre,as if it had beene then ſeene. Beſides, ſhcc 
ipeakerth, of that great Commer, which _ 

iatly 
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diately followed after this Starre,in theſe word: 


Within the Weſt, a Blazing-Starre_

Whichalſo, the holy Prophets doe ſeeme t0 
intimite,who forctell that the hippy dt peaceablc 
eſtare of the Church,ſhill be afrer the deſtruction 
of this Gogws.. Bur I thinke irnot. fit, ro proceed 
any further in unfolding theſc myſteries, having 
promiſed to handle them ſparingly ; as alſo in re- 
gard, that theſe Propheſics, are not to be decla- 
red by humaine conteure, neither can be. Geo. 
metricially demonſtrated,as thoſe matters which 
belang tothe knowledge of 4ſtronomreL. And {0 
leaving theſe my conicAures,tothe conſideration 
of the Reader: I will heereleave of to entreat a- 
ny further concerning this Starre. 
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
